As an Irishman I was glad to ex- 
press my appreciation of tho declaration 
made in tho platform, and I beliovo that 
its effect will bo to gain for the Repub- 
lican party tho confidence of tho Catho- 
lics who arc iu sjniputhy -nith tho Irish 
cause." 


Father O'Douaghue iaither said tho 


time had come when the Democratic 
par!/ could no longer expect to hold tho 
mass of the First Catholic vote, mil on 
this point he answered: 
"In fact I can not, and never could see, 
any reason why tho Democrats should 
claim the right to control tho Catholic 
votes. I have given that matter a good 
dot? 
1, of thought and consideration as to 


why tho Democratic paioy has been able 
to control that class of votes in former 
years, aud have never reached a satisfac- 
tory solution of it. I have noticed, how- 
ever, that tho Republicans have always 
treated Catholics with perfect equality 
and fairness.

cally unimportant. Wherein, tlion, does 
their strength Ho? How are they able 
to paralyze a vast military empire, and 
make the absolute master of eighty mil- 
lions of subjects a prisoner in his own 
palace P 
The author answers the que"s- 


tion in a sentence. 
'Their strength,1 he 


says, lies not in their number, for they 
are but a handful, but in their fanati- 
cism, in their mystic exaltation, in their 
sombre energy, in their steadfast resolu- 
tion to perish to the last man whether 
by torture or tho gallows, with the he- 
roic firmness displayed by tho early 
Christians struggling against the em- 
perors, and against tho pride of strength 
and the rotting pagan society.1 Politi- 
cal assassinations are rare, and attempts 
at them generally unsuccessful, because 
tho assassins take too many precautions 
to ensure their own escape. Tho Rus- 
sian Nihilists, handful as they are, are 
fonnithtblo because they gladly sacriDce 
their lives in the prosecution of their 
designs. 
Their self-sacri(icing zeal is, 


a f l u r a l l , only a perverted form of the 
splendid heroism which conquered Na- 
poluon by the conflagration of Moscow. 
J>iit who are 
tho 
Nihilists? 
'The 


majority 
of 
them.1 
says 
M. Tis- 


aot, 
'consist of students who have failed 


in their examinations, or whom poverty 
lias driven from the universities, em- 
bittered scool-masters, under-paid public 
ollicials who aro dying of hunger, lieu- 
tenants and subalterns who have boon 
disappointed in their ambitions. Pessi- 
mist ideas have invaded all these brains, 
ami from pessimism to Nihilism there is 
but one step.' 
M. Tissot calls attention 


to the notable fact that tho Nihilist ranks 
are largely recruited by Jews. 
'There 


are tea times as many Jews as there are 
Russians, Poles or Germans.1 And, what 
is still more remarkable, the Jewish 
women a:'o more prominent than the 
men in tlio Nihilist movement. They 
appear to be impressed1 with the spirit 
and resolution of Judith,- prepared to 
risk everything in avenging themselves 
on their oppressors. 
Even young un- 


married Jewesses, 'of remarkable beau- 
ty,' discarding the ordinary restraints of 
their faith and sex, are found in the fore- 
front of this crusade against the existing 
order of things. 
For it must be borne 


in mind that the Nihilists do not aim at 
reform, but at universal anarchy. They 
have persuaded themselves that society, 
social, religious and political, is so irre- 
deemably rotten, that reform is impossi- 
ble. The whole S3'stcm must bo dissolved 
into its elements—that is the mission of 
the Nihuists, and it is useless, from this 
point of view, to think of reforms till 
that mission has been completely ful- 
filled. In the programme of the Nihilists, 
therefore, there is no place for Got!, or 
marriage, or the institution of property. 
Those lie at the root of the present order 
of things; it is therefore necessary to 
sweep Qiem all away.11 


Taking Liberties "With Names. 


If tbo bearers of a name chooso to 


give it an eccentric pronunicatiou, they 
hnvo n right to do so, but tlioy caunot 
complain if it is mispronounced by 
strangers. Thus the Virginia Taliaferros 
and the Kentucky Vallnndighams call 
themsolvos respectively tlie Tollivera 
and Flanagans, but no nniustructed por- 
son would over think of following their 
example. Tho queerest case of tho kind 
is that o£ tho Enrouglity family of Vir- 
ginia, whose name is pronounced Darby. 
This has long remained a mystery, but 
a correspondent of the Boston Transcript 
offers ft probable explanation in the fact 
tiiat some families named Enright and 
Euraght emigrated from Ireland to this 
country several generations ago. They 
belonged to tho much ridiculed sect of 
the Uarbyites, and people often hallooed 
after them, "Go along, you old Darby." 
It seems quite likely thnt the nickname 
became confounded with the somewhat 
modified proper uamo. If this is not a 
solution of the mystery, it will bo difficult 
to find another.—Cincinnati Gazelle.

Astronomers toll us that the regions of 
the earth which now enjoy a temperate 
climate will at some remote future pass 
once more through a glacial epoch; but 
it is a favorite assertion with the agnd 
that the climate of these islands is mani- 
festly diminishing in severity.

are no such -winters now, wo hoar, as 
those of tho "good old times," when 
scarcely a December passed in which the 
Squire's horses were not requisitioned in 
order to assist in dragging the mail 
coach out of the snowdrifts, or tho able- 
bodied men of the parish to cut a passage 
for it with their picks and spades.
